To To Banks 


Govt. Has Given 
Away Greatest 


Power: McGeer 


OTTAWA, Aug. 9.—I!n @ renew- 
ed attack on governmental fin- 
ancing under the present banking 
system from the floor of the 
House of Commons Tuesday, G 
G. McGeer, K.C., Liberal member 
of parliament for Vancouver Bur- 
rard, declared that the govern- 
ment had given away the greatest 
power it possessed—the power to 
issue money—when the law per- 
mitted banks to enlarge their 
deposits and lend the money to 
the government. 

Mr. McGeer charged the power 
had been given to a group of men 
whose business was lending money 
for profit, The result, he said, was 
a national tendency to keep money 
scarce so that it would always be 
in demand. “It is a monetary sys- 
tem that bhas-neither sense, nor reas 
son nor logic to sustain it,” he said, 

Continuing his attack at the 
night sitting of the House, Mr. 
McGeer moved an amendment 
that Canadian chartered banks be 
prevented from issuing bank de- 
posit credits as a substitute for 
currency unless authorized to do 
so by a board made up of gov- 
ernment officials. 

Mr. McGeer moved the amend: 
ment to the bill extending the 
charters of Canadian banks for ten 
years. He said the change in the 
bill would prevent the banks from 
issuing credit which created booms 
such as preceded the last depres- 
sion. 

THREE-MEMBER BOARD 

It would prevent the banks from 
issuing bank deposit credits as a 
substitute for currency unless they 
were authorized to do so by a 
board made up of the prime min- 
ister, the minister of finance and 
the governor of the Bank of Can- 
ada. 

No action was taken on the 
amendment, moved after the 
House had heard Arthur Slaght, 
K.C,, (L—Parry Sound, Ont.) 
urge that the control of credit 
and currency be taken from the 
banks and restored to parlia- 
ment. 

W. A. Fraser (L—Northumber- 
land) said Mr. McGeer and Mr 
Slaght were either unable® to 
absorb the evidence or were simply 
trying to obstruct passage of the 
bill. 

Mr. McGeer, in opposing the bill, 
was renewing attacks made at 
banking and commerce committee 
meetings against present methods 
of governmental! financing. 

Earlier Mr. McGeer found him- 
self at issue with Finance Minister 
Ilsley who argued there was little 
difference between the methods Mr, 
McGeer proposed and those follow- 
ed by the government and went on 
to express complete confidence in 
Canada’s ability to carry its debt.

few days. 


The raid on the Stuttgart area 
was made in bad weather, and 
came as German news sources re- 
ported other Allied formations had 
plunged deep into central Europe 
from Italian bases. 


MOSQUITOS ACTIVE 


During the night, RAF Mosquito 
bombers pummeled the rail and 
communication centre of Cologne 
in Germany, with two-ton block- 
busters, while four-engined Hali- 
faxes attacked several flying-bomb 
launching sites in northern France 
and blasted three large German 


}fuel dumps in France. 


The fuel depots, all of which 
were left burning, were hidden in 
the forest at Air-Sur-Lys in the 
Pas de Calais, Lucheux farther 
south-and St, Chantilly, just north 
of Paris, 

Supreme headquarters announced 
that more than 1,000 rail cars and 
60 locomotives were destroyed or 
damaged yesterday by fighter bom- 
bers in northern and central France, 
Four enemy planes were destroyed 
in combat and another ‘on the 
ground in the dive-bombing and 
strafing attacks.

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Alberta Votes for Progress 


The landslide victory of the Social 
Credit Government of Alberta, coupled 
with the tremendous personal victory of 
Premier Ernest C. Manning, is an immense 
public endorsement of the progressive ad- 
ministration this province has received 
since 1935. 

This is the obvious and surface conclu- 
sion to be drawn, But the implications of 
the results are rooted much more deeply 
than this. Quite as much significance at- 
taches to the rejections implied in the ver- 
dict as to the enthusiastic approval accord- 
ed the Government. 

For whatever excuses the CCF ad- 
vances for its crushing defeat yasterday,

As a cross-section of Canadian public opin- 
ion, it is a complete repudiation of the 
sound money policies of the Hon. J. L.

Back to the Dark Ages 


Out of the political confusion that reigns 
today in Quebec emerge two or three vital 
facts of national significance. 

The first is that the Liberal Govern- 
ment of Adelard Godbout would likely have 
been returned with a working majority had 
the premier not had the temerity to pro- 
mote a modern educational system in his 
province.

Increases Menace, Says 
Thompson

The dangers of an_ intensified 
population in a truncated Reich are 
forésoon by some statesmen.

acity to wage war depends upon her 
unification in one Reich. 

This simple statement is not his- 
torically true. The successful Prus- 
sian war against France in 1870, led 
to unification of the Reich, and was 
waged for that purpose, but the 
Reich itself did not yet exist. The 
war was waged by a coalition of 
Germanic states,. 

Centralization is a good prepar- 
ation for war. But an overwhelming 
motive for war, based on deeply 
popular foundations and permeated 
by a sense of justice, is an even 
more certain preparation. 

Leaving war potentials out of ac- 
count, will three Germans be diplo- 
matically less powerful than one? 
Three is a misnomer anyhow, for 
there will remain German-Austria— 
a fourth Germany. 

Diplomacy is the preface to all 
wars. If Germany ever tries to fight 
again, she will want allies. Three or 
four Germanys will seek allies in 
all directions and with greater 
chances of success than one would 
have, 

There will be a tendency for Aus- 
tria to gravitate into the orbit of 
southern Germany. Austrians do not 
like Prussians, but southern Ger- 
mans are also Catholic and speak 
almost the same idiom. 


Western Germany, far and away 
the richest part, will be both a bait 

to and a prize for France.

How can you divided a people 
culturally and in the realm of 
ideas?

This, again, is a mechanistic con- 
cept that leaves out of account all 
the imponderables which are the 
organic life of a nation. Two thou- 
sand years of dispersion have not 
prevented Jews from being Jews. 
A hundred and fifty years of divi- 
sion did not stop Poles from being} 


Christendom. No king, in the 
“Ages of Faith,” would have dared 
to impose conscription, as kings 
then ruled under God as well as 
under the law. (Sub Deo et Sub 
lege.) 

At any rate, the system, known as 
conscription, spread from France 
to other countries on the wings of 
18th Century materialism. 

By what moral right does any 
state compel a citizen to take away 
the life of any man? Conscription 
is, in essence, based on the assump- 
tion that man is an animal, with- 
out free will or conscience, or 
alternatively, that the judgment of 
the state, on moral questions, is 
always binding on the citizen. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier was no 
“pacifist,” but he was opposed to 
conscription on moral 
There was no conscription during 
the long War of Independence. 
Thomas Jefferson could not ap- 
prove of conscription, as it is a 
direct violation of the unalienable 
rights set out in the Declaration 
of Independence. 


Pacifism and conscripfion are 
equally obnoxious. How can we 
have democracy, if our people will 
not study the roots of democracy?

TAKE MOUNT GRILLO

by the American Fifth Army in the 
western end of the line was purely 
accidental, breaking out when an 
American mine-laying detail south- 
east of Pisa met a German patro) 
which called in the German artil- 
lery for support. 

American tanks raced ta the 
rescue and threw back the German 
patrol. 


Stretcher bearers counted 90 
German corpses in the ares 
around Mount Regina, 12 miles 
north of Arezzo, which was at- 
tacked with knives and other 
weapons by the Gurkhas two 
days ago, but the Germans still 
hold Mount Regina. 

On the Polish front near the Ad- 
riatic, enemy artillery and mortar 
fire increased, but there were no 
substantial changes in the lines. 

The aerial warfare in support of 
the ground troops continued yes- 
terday with a bombardment of 
bridges in the Rhone and Var val- 
leys and the usual attacks against 
German communications in north- 
ern Italy. 

Marauders concentrated four at- 
tacks on railway networks in the 
Alexandria section of northwest 
Italy, and RAF Wellingtons hit 
enemy shipping in the Adriatic.

Pressed for a statement as to 
what rate of interest the proposed 
bank would charge borrowers, W. 
C. Clark, deputy finance minister, 
said he expected it would be five 
per cent. on the average with some 
loans above that rate and some be- 
low, according to the risk. 


OPERATE AT COST © 


The underlying principle is for 
the development bank to operate at 
cost, including losses. 

Mr. Jackman said he knew men 
who were searching for opportuni- 
ties at present to invest money in 
going, well-managed concerns, and 
could not find any needing capital. 

Or. Clark said he knew of small 
plants plants which were effici- 
ently run whose owners had come 
te him with their problem of get- 
ting more capital. He had sent 
them to investment houses and 
they had been unable to get the 
required capital. 

The argument as to whether 
present investment houses were 
able to provide the necessary fa- 
cilities to finance Canadian enter- 
prise spread to an extensive field 
when Mr. Jackman said the firms 
with which he was familiar did not 
want to invest in new ventures.

Of Grain Cut 
In Past Week 


OTTAWA, Aug. 9—(CP)—A 
considerable amount of grain was 


cut in the praiarie provinces, last 
week, the greatest progress being 
made in southern Manitoba, the 
dry sections of southern Alberta 
and in the Peace River country, 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 

reported today in the llth of a 
garies of 16 weekly reports on 
conditions in the prairies. 

Heavy rains halted work in Mani- 
toba, bh ' the general outlook for 
grain c.ops in that province con- 
tinues promising, said the report. 
Good showers in Saskatchewan 
were beneficial, but the area of de- 
terioration appears to have spread 
somewhat and crop prospects in 
the Rosctown district have declined 
perceptibly. 

SAWFLY DAMAGE 

Sawfly damage in the dry section 
of southern Saskatchewan was 
noticeable while hail took further 
toll at a number of points. The Al- 
berta picture showed little change, 


rains coming too late to help crops | 


in the dry sections. 

Much of the grain in Manitoba 
is ready for harvesting and opera- 
tions will be widespread as soon 
as weather permits. Crops are 
ripening rapidly in southern Sas- 
katchewan and cutting of barley 
is well under way. Grain on sum: 
merfallow is in good to excellent 
condition, but on stubble it ranges 
from fair to poor. 


The harvesting of grain in Al-/ 


berta is largely confined to the 
dry sections of the south and the 
Peace River country where prema- 
ture ripening resulting from heat 
and drought advanced the harvest 
date, Headers and combines are 
busy south of Calgary and east of 
the foothills and wheat is mostly 
yielding less than five bushels to 
the acre in this area. 


SOME HAIL LOSS 

Crop prospects continue excellent 
in most northern districts, the 
Peace River excepted, and heavy 
yields of wheat and other grains 
are indicated at Melfort and Prince 
Albert in Saskatchewan, and 
through the central and northern 
sections of Alberta. 

Losses. from hail occurred in 
all three provinces and some 
damage from flooding may occur 
in southern Manitoba, while saw- 
fly may take a toll in both Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. - 
Labor is scarce at a large num- 
ber of points and ‘presents one of 
the biggest problems. There is also

MONTREAL, Aug. 9.—(CP)—An 
estimated 19 persons suffered gun- 
shot wounds yesterday in election- 
day riots which were confined to 
one riding but which were describ- 
ed by police as the worst {n 26 
years in Montreal. No deaths were 
reported. 

Five persons were in hospital 
and police estimated that about 14 
others had been wounded but were 
carried away by members of their 
gangs before police could break 
up the riots. 

The two outbreaks left the com-

New cases of communicable 
disease in the city during the last 
week showed a decrease, the re- 
port of Medical Health Officer Dr. 
G. M. Little, for that period, issued

There were 38 new cases of com- 
municable disease reported during 
the seven-day period compared to 
41 for the last period of seven days, 

There was a big drop in the num- 
ber of chickenpox cases reported, 
only four new cases developing 
compared to 10 for last week. 

There is an increase of mumps, 
however, with 17 new cases against 
11 last week. 

The medical offfcer said that the 
situation in regard to communic- 
able disease is normal for this 
petiod of the year.

Royal Canadian Mounted Polic.

them civilian internees who 
escaped from Strathmore Tues- 
day night, and three German 
prisoners-of-war who escaped 
from a lumber camp of the Etter- 
MacDougall company at Brule on 
Sunday. 

The civilian internees, both of 
whom speak broken English, were 
said by police to have escaped in 
a 1940 model 1%-ton truck, which 
they stole. They are August Kaehler 
and Otto Stolski, who were both 
wearing prisoner-of-war clothing. - 

Kaehler was described as being 
six feet one inch tall, with blond 
wavy hair, square chin, large feet 
and ears, and walking with a limp. 
Stolski is said to be five feet eight 
inches ‘tall, with dark brown hair, 
small mouth, deep-set eyes and high 
forehead. He has tattoo marks con- 
sisting of women's heads on both 
arms, and other tattoo marks on his 
body. 

THREE PRISONERS 

The three prisoners-of-war were 
Heinz Seppmann, five feet seven 
inches tall; Konrad Sipple, five feet 
six inches tall; and Walter Kranz, 
five feet six inches tall. 

Seppman was described as being 
of dark complexion, black hair, 
brown eyes, sharp nose, square 
chin, slim build, and wearing Ger- 
man air force trousers and wind- 
colored windbreaker. 

Sipple, known to have been wear- 
ing a blue windbreaker, was of 
medium complexion, brown hair, 
brown eyes, straight nose, square 
chin, and clean shaven. Kranz, also 
wearing German air force trousers 
and windbreaker, was of fair com- 
plexion, blond hair, brown eyes, 
broad nose, small mouth, pimpled 
face and stocky build. 

Police stated that the truck in 
which the two civilian internees 
made their escape was of Interna- 
tional make, dark green in color, 
with the letters “CPR” painted on 
the cab door in yellow letters. It 
bore Alberta license number C-6606. 

Police are still searching for an 
other prisoner-of-war who escaped 
recently from a camp at White- 
court, as well as for Paul Abraham, 
young Cherhi]l Indian suspected of 
shooting and killing his wife.

POOR CIRCULATION 


‘Statistician of one of the large 
life insurance companies reports 
that coronary heart disease has ap- 
parently increased and 1s still in- 
creasing, this having been given 
as the cause of death in 47 per 
hundred thousand claims paid in 
1930, in 24.9 per hundred thousand 
claims paid in 1935, 

Whether such statistics or any 
statistics show that coronary or 
other forms of heart disease are 
actually on the increase I don't 
know. Some medical authorities 
seem to believe there is more heart 
disease now than there was twenty, 
fifty or a Mundred years ago. That 
a good many layman harbor the 
same belief is impressed upon me 
by letters from laymen, It is the 
conviction of these ambitious but 
untrained (that is, untrained in the 
science of Pathology) experts that 
the ‘alarming increase in heart di- 
. bease, as they see it, is clearly due 
io smoking, drinking coffee, eating 
meat or too much meat, or even too 
much starchy food—which, in their 
fancy, causes “gas”, and the “gas” 
of courses “presses on the heart" 
and there you are, 

Actually there is no reason to 
imagine that any of these causes, 
excepting smoking, may contribute 
to heart disease.

It is mainly through the contrac- | 
tion, narrowing or constriction of 
the arterioles or relaxation, widen- | 
ing or dilation of these minute ter- | 
minal. tubes that tobacco, for in- 
stance, (yather tobacco smoke or 
whatever’element or component of 
tobacco smoke may be responsible 
—nicotine, carbon monoxide,’ fur- |

Prosecute 310 
Italo Senators

ROME, Aug. 9—A total of 310 
Italian senators were listed today 
for prosecution before a newly- 
created high court on charges of 
being implicated in Fascist crimes, 

The list, which left only 110 sen- 
alors unimplicated was submitted to 
the court by Count Carlo Sforza, 
high commissioner for punishment 
of Fascist crimes, He emphasized 
that those named would be tried 
under a clause in a recent decree 
which prescribes punishment rather 
than merely “purification.” 

The clause affects members of 
legislative or institutional as- 
semblies which by their votes 
or acts contributed to the main- 
tenance of the Fascist regime or 
aided in Italy’s participation in 
the war. 

Although the high court only can 
remove a guilty defendant from 
official position, the offender still 
would be liable to trial by an orde 
inary criminal court.

MONTHLY LIVESTOCK REPORT 


Total receipts for the month of July, 
1944, consisted of 6,426 cattle, 2,357 
calves, 6,603 hogs and 1,685 sheep. As 
compared to the same period last year 
shows an increase of 1,103 cattle, 895 
calves, 1,869 hogs and a decrease of 
295 sheep.
